rijolce that we copcor in the opiuion that
Copgress (does nor poseécss the power un-
der the Copstitution to coerce a State hy
force of arma to remain in the Coufederncy.
Tue question on which we ocenslounlly differ is
i orderivg a detachment of the army and navy
to Churlesion, and® Is cortectly stated in youor
letter of resignation. I do unot intend to argue
this questior: suflicient to say that your
remarks vpon Lhe subject were heard by myself
und the Csbinet with all the respectdue to your
high pesition, your long expencoce, and your
uublemizhed churacter; bat son failed 1o cop-
vince us of the necesslly and proptiety, under
existing circumstances, of adopling sach a
mensure, The Seeretaries of War and the Nuvy,
throveh whom the orders must have lssued Lo
reinforce the forts, did not concur in your
view:: aud whilst the whole re-
spousibility for the refusal rested
upon myeelf, they were the members of
the Csvinet more directly interested. Yon
may have judged correctly on this important
question, and your opinion is entitled to grave
corride 1ation, but under my convictions ofduty,
and beneving, as 1 do, that no present necessity
rxists for 4 resort to lorce for the protection of
the pubhcll):upmty. it was impossible for me to
bhave risked a collision of arms fu the harbor of
Chatleston and thereby bave defeated the reason.
